5 (A5)—Pres­ 
ident Roosev elt today 
allotted 
$7 ,784,000 of work 
relief fu nds 
for a censu s of American bu si­ 
ness, the largest “white collar” 
project y et approv ed. 
The chief ex ecu tiv e’s approv al 
of the censu s bu reau ’s applica­ 
tion for this su m followed the 
recent allotm ent of $29 3,000 to 
the same agency for a su rv ey of 
retail trade. 
An 
annou ncem ent said the 
canv ass wou ld be started on Jan. 
2, althou gh preliminary work is 
to begin immediately , and th a t it 
will cov er all bu siness activ ities 
with the ex ception of agricu ltu re 
and 
m anu factu ring 
indu stries 
and will fu rnish inform ation of 
importance to the federal 
gov ­ 
ernm ent, to bu siness and to la­ 
bor.” 
As with the smaller su rv ey , 
Philadelphia was chosen as the 
adm inistrativ e headq u arters of 
the work . Reports will be pu t in­ 
to shape there. 
T hat city was 
chosen, the 
official 
annou nce­ 
m ent said, “to facilitate the pro­

Recen t d evelopmen ts in arbitration efforts by 
Fran ce an d En glan d with Italy to preven t war 
between Italy an d Ethiopia in d icate th a t there 
may have been more than a little bluffin g on 
both sid es of the fen ce. Ethiopia has con sen ted 
0 to d iscussion of the d ifferen ces existin g on term s 
y th a t are suitable to Italy, while Italy at on e time 
refused to listen to proposals of amicable set­ 
tlem en t at all. 
The exact d ate of the con tin ued arbitration 
has n ot been set but th a t there will be further 
d iplomatic efforts to settle the argum en t an d per­ 
haps clear the mud d le peacefully is d efin itely 
assured . 
Un d er the term s of the d iplomatic d iscussion s 
which will take place, Italy has gain ed two d ef­ 
in ite moral victories. 
The in sisten ce of th at 
. coun try th a t all arbitration be limited to plac- 
Jin g of respon sibility of bord er clashes has been 
met. Ethiopia has stead fastly d eman d ed th at a 
thorough in vestigation of the en tire field of d is­ 
pute un til the recen t con cession s gran ted . Italy 
'h a s also won in gain in g acceptan ce of the pro- 
« vision by which the three big powers will arbi­ 
trate separately from the League of Nation s 
coun cil* un d er an old treaty of 1906 whereby the 
three n ation s agreed on spheres of in fluen ce in 
Ethiopia. 
These con cession s will prove a face-savin g op- 
4 portun ity for the fiery Mussolin i who has so 
belligeren tly promoted the activities toward the 
African n ation . 
His prestige m ight be greatly 
im paired a t home if he can n ot show some ad ­ 
van tage d erived after all of the sabre rattlin g he 
has d on e an d the alread y moun tin g expen se th a t 
has been in curred in preparation for war. 
In view of the ambition s th a t the Fascist d ic­ 
tato r hold s toward gain in g power an d prestige 
for his coun try, Ethiopia will, in all probaHility, 
have to make further con cession s if the argu­ 
m en t is to be settled peacefully.
